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BIG WAVES* 

AYhcn the great ocean is disturbed it forms 
surface waves, which arc sometimes of great 
magnitude. In a gale, such waves have been 
measured and it is found that the extreme 
height from the top to the deepest depress¬ 
ion of large storm waves, has been nearly 50 ' 
feet, their length being from four to six hun¬ 
dred yards, and their rate of motion through 
the water about half a mile a minute. 

Such waves, breaking over an obstacle of 
any kind, or mingling strangely with the 
clouded atmosphere raging above, arc the 
wildest, grandest, and most terrible phenom¬ 
ena of nature. They approach land, they 
break up in much smaller bodies of water, 
but these are often lifted by shoals and ob¬ 
structed by rocks till they are thrown up in 
masses of many tons to a height of more than 
a hundred feet. The tidal wave is another 
phenomenon of water motion of a somewhat 
different kind, producing an alternate rise 
and fall of the water over all parts of the 
ocean every twelve hours. In addition to the

HEAR WASHINGTON. 

There has been skirmishing between the fed¬ 
eral and rebel forces along our whole line of 
pickets from the chain bridge to Alexandria, 
a distance of ten miles. On Monday night 
our troops advanced to within 2i miles of 
Hailey’s Gross Hoads. On Wednesday our 
pickets were driven in by the enemy who were 
reconnoitering in force. We had only two men 
killed during the day. The rebels used artil¬ 
lery with some effect. On Tuesday they shelled 
the house of a Unionist just beyond Hunter s 
chapel, and a few days ago fired a cannon ball 
through Congressman Lpton s house, near by. 
Tuesday night the rebels captured Bancroft’s 
mills, with 200 bushels of corn, belonging to 
lawyer Wiley of Washington. It is thought 
that the enemy is advancing on the Orange and 
Alexandria road. Their lines are extended 
ten miles, and drawing near us. There are 
strong indications of an attack from the rebels. 
They arc in full possession of Bailey's cross 
roads, and are bringing up baggage from 
Springfield, four miles distant. Our renders : 
need not be surprised to hear of a battle near | 
Washington at any moment. Oi. Tuesday and 
Wednesday the guns of the enemy were heard 
in the city. 

Here u ixl There. 

IIow striking the contrast between the peo¬ 
ple of the rebellious States and those of the 
North and West. The true character of each 
at this time stands out in bold relief. The 
people of the loyal States act in this rebellion 
with outspoken honesty, concealing no trans¬ 
action however it may appear to their disad¬ 
vantage, while in the rebel dominion, duplici¬ 
ty, dishonesty, and every kind of chicanery is 
resorted to, to help along an unrighteous 
cause. Here the press has hitherto been al¬ 
lowed to utter the rankest treason; here the 
newspapers publish every particular of our 
defeat in battle, giving the loss both in life 
and property, and also publish the rebel ac¬ 
counts of the same, distorted and magnified as 
they are beyond reason. It is not so in the 
rebel States. There the press is muzzled, and 
nothing of a discouraging character is allow¬ 
ed to be published. The people are not per¬ 
mitted to know what northern papers say, or 
the true condition of things in the progress of 
the war. Even the friends of dead and wound¬ 
ed soldiers arc kept in profound ignorance of 
their fate, no official reports being published. 
The northern soldiers fight in the open field 
bravely and manfully, while their enemies 
skulk behind masked batteries, and shoot 
down our pickets like barbarous savage;. 
They burn their own villages and charge it 
upon loyal troops, they steal forts, guns and 
ammuition declaring they are their portion; 
they send out piratical ships to rob, burn and 
scuttle our vessels upon the plea that it is re¬ 
taliation for an invasion of their soil; they 
lie wilfully, when truth would do just as well; 
they swear allegiance to our government and 
treacherously violate their oath. Yet they 
claim to possess all the honor of gentlemen, 
all the nobility of the nation, all the chivalry 
of the country. 

There is nothing of this sort in the loyal 
States. Everything relating to the rebellion 
is known and discussed in every neighborhood. 
Officers are criticised and condemned both 
by the press and the public, and there is no 
despotism like that at the South to forbid it. 
Knowing our cause is just, ft cling no shame 
in our purpose, we talk and act with no de¬ 
sire to conceal from the world our opinions 
and intentions, ltelying upon the honest pat¬ 
riotism of our people for the success of our 
arms, we can afford to be misrepresented by 
our enemies till victory shall crown our ef¬ 
forts and expose the base deception and dis¬ 
honesty of traitors. 

Modern Prophecies and Si-i kite a i. Heve- 
iations. —On the outside we publish a com¬ 
munication which informs the world that Gen. 
Taylor or his spirit has charge of the rebels 
down South, while Jackson is at Washington 
directing affairs in that quarter. If this is so 
Old Hickory has been more unfortunate than 
usual in his dealing with traitors. The world 
is also informed by prophetic “intuition” that 
the rebels will finally be subdued, that the 
capital will be removed to a more central lo¬ 
cality, that Mexico and Canada will be added 
to our Union, which will ’ultimately number a 
hundred States. The communication should 
be read to be appreciated. 

Cut off from the Mails. —The Postmaster 
General has directed that none of the X. Y. 
papers, recently presented by the Grand Jury 
for disloyalty, shall be forwarded in the mails. 
That is a righteous course to pursue. Gov¬ 
ernment should no longer disseminate senti¬ 
ments calculated to work its own ruin. 

Ax Irish Bull.— The Galway Vindicator, 
in its comments upon the Bull Hun Buttle, 
perpetrates the bull of setting down the fa¬ 
mous Black Horse Cavalry of Virginia as a 
cavalry company of “niggers”—volumeers 
lighting for the perpetuation of their own 
slavery. The appearance of this colored com¬ 
pany occasioned, according to the Vindicator's 
ideas of the battle, the panic among the 
Northern amiT. 

Crinoline Excluded from the Synagogue. 
—The Habbis in Cracow and Tamon, l’olaml, 
have forbidden women in hoops from attend¬ 
ing the synagogue. A little while ago, sonic 
Jewish ladies presented themselves ut the 
doors of the sanctuary in the interdicted garb, 
and were driven away by a fanatic Jewish rab¬ 
ble, armed with knives, after a conllict in 
which blood was shed. 

A Traitor Snuriied. —Sixty-four of the 
leading democrats in Vullandighatn’s district ( 
Montgomery county, Ohio, have issued a cir¬ 
cular against the “despotic nnd traitorous 
course of the Yallandigham clique.” 

Hepentant Newspaper. — The Brooklyn 
Eagle has seen the error of its ways and has 
abandoned the cause of secession and treason. 
Very good. \\ e presume some other journals 
will soon follow this excellent example.
